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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1 and 8 would require further consideration. Claim 1 raises the arguemnts 
regarding the side of the flexible substrate oppostie the electrodes being bonded to the support plate. This would require further 
consideration in light of the prior art, and the Examiner notes that the prior art plastic substrates discussed by Gerpheide et al. (USPN: 
6680731) shown in Fig. 3 are disclosed to have the electrodes aligned so they can connect. This would indicate that the electrodes are 
on the inside and the reverse sides (top and bottom of elements 30 and 36 respectively) would be nearest to the casing around the input 
device. 

Regarding claim 8, the amendment would require further consideration considering the proposed input device. The newly added single 
flexible substrate would require further consideration based on the disclosure of the invention. 
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
